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‘Town Meeting passes budget including 
money for more firefighters

WILMINGTON — Last 
Saturday morning, May 4, 
the annual Town Meeting 
was held in the Wilmington 
High School auditorium. 
Despite only roughly 100 
people in attendance, sev- 
eral important topics were 
up for consideration, focus- 
ing on topics ranging from 
budgetary issues, to zoning, 
to school modifications. In 
total, there were 46 articles 
on the warrant. 

Notably, a $119.5 million 
dollar general budget was 
approved for the next fiscal 
year. Included in this budg- 
et are the funds to hire new 
firefighters, in order to fol- 
low the state standard ratio 
of one lieutenant to five 
firefighters. Currently, the 
ratio at the Wilmington sta- 
tion is about one to eight.

fifintington is one of a small 
nuinber of towns authorized 
to‘hdve a Minuteman compa- 
ny; Having sent men to the 
Battle of Concord and Lex- 
ington on April 19, 1775. Known 
as “The shot heard ‘round the 
world,” the battle was the 
openitig of the American Re- 
voltition. And men from Wil- 

ston were there. 

nuteman companies were 
ofigihally formed beginning 
in laté'1774 as tensions rose 
between Massachusetts resi- 
derit8 and the King’s soldiers 
in Boston. The Minutemen 
were’ Selected from among 
céifipanies, to be ready at a 
mifiite’s. notice. The Wil- 
mingtén Minutemen first or- 
ganized on March 1774. Cad- 
wallader Ford Jr. was elected 
captaih, and John Harnden 
lieutenant. 

The tall to battle came six 
wetks later when the British 
trbops marched first to Lex- 
ingtén, then to Concord, 
searching for munitions the 
colonials had stored. The 
Wilmington men marched to 

rriam’s Corner in Con- 
ord where they took part in 
a running battle with the 
ritish troops fleeing back 
Boston.

Records are not clear, but 
the men were either in the 
battle or on guard duty near- 
by in Cambridge. The cap- 
tain at that time was John 
Harnden. 

After Bunker Hill, the com- 
pany broke up, with men 
moving to other duty, such 
as guarding the star fort in 
Cambridge. Joseph Harnden 
died there on Christmas Eve, 
1775. 

195 years later, with the 
nation’s bicentennial ap- 
proaching, people in the Bos- 
ton area began reconstitut- 
ing the Minuteman compa- 
nies. In the fall of 1968, War- 
ren and Evelyn Sheerin at- 
tended a Minuteman ball in 
Bedford, along with their 
neighbor, Bill Meyer. 

Returning home, they set 
to work to start a Minute- 
man company in Wilming- 
ton. Evelyn went to work re- 
searching the history, which 
led her to the Town -Crier. 
The publisher, Capt. Larz 
Neilson, became an enthusi- 


astic supporter, assisting in a member of the original 


historical research. 

The original Minutemen 
company had 27. members, 
and the recreated company 
would use that number, 
which meant they needed 27 
uniforms. Dot Lafionatis was 
teaching sewing in the even- 
ing school, and soon there 
were several women busily 
turning out yellow vests, 
green trousers and colonial 
shirts. 

Tri-corn hats were avail- 
able through a shop in Con- 
cord. The company chose 
the Baldwin apple as its 
symbol, so the tri-corns were 
pinned with a small apple on 
a yellow cockade. 

The company held an orga- 
nizational meeting in No- 
vember 1968, at which they 
presented Capt. Larz Neilson 
with a tri-corn. In March, 
they elected Bill Meyer as 
captain; Frank Curley, lieu- 
tenant; Warren Sheerin and 
Jeff Coville, sergeants. Bob 
Butters was descended from

The company marched in 
its first parade in Concord on 
Patriots’ Day 1969. A month 
later, they made an impres- 
sive showing at the annual 
Wilmington town meeting. 

The company became part 
of the Massachusetts Coun- 
cil of Minutemen, participat- 
ing in events throughout the 
Boston area during the na- 
tion’s bi-centennial. The Wil- 
mington Minutemen had 
front-row seats for the mem- 
orable events, parades, skir- 
mishes and celebrations. 
Every July 4, they have gone 
to Castle Island, South Bos- 
ton, to fire cannon salutes as 
Old Ironsides is taken for its 
annual turn-around cruise. 

Members of the company 
have traveled to other states 
to participate in various 
events commemorating Revo- 
lutionary War battles. 

Patriots’ Day is a special 
time for the Minutemen, 
with their annual march to 
Concord. They would have a 
midnight breakfast with sau- 
sages, eggs, baked beans, 
corn bread and hot grog. At 
2 a.m., they would receive 
word from a rider that the 
British were advancing on 
Concord, whereupon, they 
would set off from the com- 
mon. 

Some muskets would be 
fired, especially when the 
company passed the home 
of a member who failed to

square, holding balloons and

passed. After crossing the 
Burlington Avenue bridge, 
most of the company would 
retire. A few would continue, 
marching the entire 17 miles 
to Concord. 

Another local event is the 
Liberty Pole ceremony. The 
Minutemen would haul the 
Liberty Pole to Rotary Park, 
where it would be raised in 
defiance of the king’s rule, 
much as was done in revolu- 
tionary times. A small com- 
pany of British troops would 
then arrive and demand that 
it be taken down. Soon the 
odor of black powder would 
be in the air as muskets and 
cannon were fired in a mock 
battle. 

Some of the members of 
the company would volun- 
teer as Redcoats. After all, 
how can they have a skir- 
mish with no opposition?

WASHINGTON D.C. — Rep- 
resentatives Seth Moulton 
(D-MA) and Brian Fitzpat- 
rick (R-PA) introduced the 
Healthcare Extension and 
Accessibility for Develop- 
mentally Disabled and Un- 
derserved Population (HEADs 
Up) Act of 2019. 

The HEADs Up Act would 
direct the Health Services 
and Resources Administra- 
tion to designate people with 
Intellectual and Develop- 
mental Disabilities (I/DD) as 
a Medically Underserved Po- 
pulation. The HSRA is the 
government agency that ad- 
vocates for people who are 
cut off from quality health 
care by economics, geogra- 
phy or a medical vulnerability. 

“America can do better for 
its citizens with intellectual 
and developmental disabili- 
ties,” Moulton said. “We are a 
great nation because every- 
one has something to con- 
tribute, because we take care 
of each other, and we help our 
friends and neighbors make 
the most out of the opportuni- 
ties they are given. That 
means expanding health care 
to those among us who re- 
quire the most complex care 
so Americans with intellectu- 
al and developmental disabil- 
ities and their families can 
write their own destinies.” 

“Everyone deserves access 
to quality health care, espe- 
cially those with intellectual 
and developmental disabili- 
ties who have been under- 


F served for too long,” Fitz- 
| patrick said. “This legisla- 
_ tion will ensure those in the 
' IDD community receive the 
| care they deserve and incen- 
| tivize physicians to provide 
| critical services to them. 
| I’m proud to join Congress- 
' man Moulton to introduce

| opmental disabilities live 
| healthy lives.” 


The change in designation 


' would give Americans with 
| Intellectual and Develop- 
| mental Disabilities access to 


new primary care and spe- 
cialist services, incentivize 
new research, and authorize 
more favorable reimburse- 
ment rates for providers 
who treat Americans with 
Intellectual and Develop- 
mental Disabilities. 

The “Medically Underserv- 
ed” designation was created 
with the passage of the 
Health Centers Consolida- 
tion Act of 1996. Despite 
years of advocacy and ample 
evidence that people with 
Intellectual and Develop- 
mental Disabilities qualify 
for the designation, Congress 
still has not provided these 
Americans with it. 

The designation as a special 
medically underserved popu- 
lation would open up more 
than 25 government pro- 
grams within the Health Ser- 
vices and Resources Admin- 
istration and other federal 
agencies for participation by 
the I/DD population. 

These programs include: 

¢ Federal funding for health 
centers and public health 
infrastructure such as Fed- 
erally Qualified Health Cen- 
ters (FQHC) 

¢ Eligibility to apply for fed- 
eral funding to develop and 
operate Community Health 
Centers 

¢ Access to loan repayment 
and training programs in 
HRSA’s Workforce Develop- 
ment and Training Programs 
including the-national Health 
Service Corps Scholarships 

¢ Incentives for physicians 
to treat this population in the 
form of higher CMS reim- 
bursement rates for physi- 
cian services delivered in 
Health Professional Shor- 
tage Areas, a designation 
closely related to MUP

Bright green bikes are pop- 
ping up all over Lowell, dot- 
ting the streets with splashes 
of color, but more importantly, 
providing a way for people to 
get around the city. 

Lowell launched VeoBike in 
AnH, ‘a partnership with the 

a-based company, to 
rove bike share options for 
residents and visitors alike. 
The’ Sturdy road bikes have 


The cost can be subscription- 
based or a flat 50 cents per 15 
minutes. When you reach your 
destination you just leave the 
bike for the next person to use. 

The company was founded by 
two Purdue University alums 
who worked for Trek Bicycle 
and Mass Mutual and recog- 
nized the need to get around 
large college campuses quick- 
ly. The rideshare is an eco- 
friendly option for cities and 
colleges, costing far less than 
an automobile rideshare pro- 
gram and providing exercise 


ed to use one. The bikes are 
geared for adults ages 18 and 
over, though riders 13 and up 
may use them with the per- 
mission of a parent or guar- 
dian. 

The City of Lowell enter- 
tained bids from four bike- 
share companies and laun- 
ched VeoRide in April after 
former City Councilors Ed 
Kennedy and Karen Cirillo 
introduced the idea of a no- 
cost bikeshare for the city. 
They looked at VeoRide, who 
also partners with UMass
